Following this treaty some few raids were made by the na- 
tives in which some live Stock was lost, but no very serious 
outbreak occurred, and no lives were lost by the settlers by 
fighting with the Indians. 

In the year 1862 the Territory of Nevada was created out 
of the western part of the Territory of Utah. This made nec- 
essary the re-dividing of Utah into counties, and seventeen 
new counties were created within the Territory by legislative 
enactment, and among these v the County of Wasatch 

This action gave to the residents of Wasatch County the 
opportunity to effect their first county organization. Bishop 
Joseph S. Murdock was made the first representative of the 
county in the Territorial Legislature. Three Selectmen, corre- 
sponding to our present County Commissioners, in the persons 
of Thomas Todd, James Duke and John H. VanWagoner were 
named and the County Court was organized with John W. 
Witt as Judge. The first Sheriff was S. N. Johnson and the 
first Treasurer, John M. Murdock. 

Зу the year 1877 the population of the county had in- 
creased until it was determined by President Young to orga- 
nize the people into a Stake of Zion. Wasatch Stake came in- 
to being with Abram Hatch as President, with Henry S. Alex- 
ander and Thomas H. Giles as Counselors, President Hatch 
having succeeded Bishop Murdock in the year 1867 as Bishop. 
Under the able guidance of these men the people of the coun- 
ty prospered greatly. With the opening of the mines at Park 
City a ready and accessible market was afforded for the pro- 
duce of the valley, and as a result new and better homes with 
corresponding improvement in conditions of life were enjoyed 
by the people of the county.

Day and Night Service— 
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History of the Park Utah Mine 


By P. H. Hunt 


What is thought to be the first discovery of ore in the 
Park City District was made in 1870 in about the middle por- 
tion of what is now known as McHenry canyon. This discov- 
ery consisted of an outcropping of high grade silver ore carry- 
ing some lead zinc and copper lying on a hard quartzite foot- 
wall, later and further to the eastward more of the same type 
of ore was found and explored in an adit, now caved, the por- 
tal of which is about 150 ft. south-east of the Hawkeye shaft. 
The discovery of this ore attracted other prospectors, which 
led to the Ontario discovery about a year later, and from that 
to the discovery of all the other great mines of the district, 
which to date have added somewhere between two hundred 


and two hundred and fifty million dollars to the wealth of the 
state and nation. 


The record of the exploration of the ore found in McHen 
ry canyon is a record of the courage of the pioneers in the 
face of almost insurmountable difficulties. The ore was high 
grade but occurred in a great fault zone which had shattered 
and broken the continuity of the vein so that only streaks and 
bunches were left; this fault zone was a channel for large 
flows of water, which developed great pressure as depth was 
reached. The mines were situated in a narrow canyon subject 
to snow slides in winter and freshets in the spring. Fuel for 
the boiler consisted of timber cut from the mountain sides or 
coal hauled from Coalville by ox teams. In spite of all these 
difficulties several attempts were made from the time of its 
discovery until 1901, to explore and put upon a profitable ba- 
sis some of these discoveries. Meanwhile the Ontario, Daly, 
Anchor, Judge, Daly West and Silver King mines had been 
finding great ore bodies beginning with the eastermost, (ће 
Ontario, and developing westward. 


It was small wonder that the earliest discoveries in the 
eastern part of the district with their attendant failures and 
the success that had been gained to the westward should not 
have impressed mining investors. One person, however who 
had long been identified with Park City mining, Mr. George W 
Lambourne, was undismayed and had long been working to 
malgamate groups of claims that would cover what he believ- 
ed was the continuance of the Park City ore zone. Another suc-
